{[Text) Geneva, 31 July--The Disarmament Commitcee session is coming to an end. ‘The work~ 
ing parties created in the committee on individual specific questions of ending the arms 
race and disarmament are completing their activity. 


A central place was occupied at today's session by the tripartite report submitted by the 
delegations of the USSR, she United States and Britain on the state of talks aimed at 
elaborating a treaty on a complete and universal ban on nuclear weapons tests, The report 
reflects in detail the agreements reached during the tripartite talks and notes the diffi- 
culties encountered. The report stresses that significant progress has been achieved in 
elaborating the treaty and the participants in the talks are fully determined to make 
every effort to bring them to a speedy and successful conclusion, 


USSR representative V.L, Israelyan, speaking in connection with the submission of the 
report, stressed that the Soviet Union attaches paramount significance to the solution 

of the problem of a complete and universal oan on nuclear weapons tests and has repeatedly 
put forward initiatives aimed at the speediest achievement of agreement on this problem. 
With a view to clearing the way for she achievement of an appropriate agreement, he noted, 
the Soviet Union has taken a number of steps in those directions which were associated 
with greatest difficulties. Thus the Soviet Union gave its consent for a moratorium on 
nuclear explosions for peaceful purposes, the holding of checks on a voluntary bases and 
the resolution on a mutually acceptable basis of a number of other questions concerning 
the treaty being elaborated. The USSR is prepared, as before, to do everything possible 
for the speediest elaboration of a treaty on @ complete and universal ban on nuclear 
weapons tests. 


The submission of the tripartite report was greeted with great interest and satisfaction 
in Disarmament Committee circles. The Polish, Indian and Nigerian delegates noted that 
the perticipants in the tripartite talks have laid good foundations for the conclusion 
of an international treaty and called on them to continue efforts in this direction.

(Text ] The second conference of states party to the Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty 
opens in Geneva on 11 August, This document ie one of the most Luportant and most sub- 
stantial international agreements on limiting the arms pace, At the same time it has 


created favorable conditions for leveloping international cooperation in the sphere of 
using atomic energy Sor peaceful purpoves, 


The soviet Union war the first to raise the question of preventing the spread of nuclear 
weapons, As far back as i957, ab the 12th UN General Asserbiy session, the Soviet jJovern- 
ment introduced a propocal that states possessing atomic weapons wake a comaitment not 
to @ransfer them to other states, in 1965 the USSR put forward the specific draft of a 
treaty on the nonproliferation of auciesr weapons, AS Leis Brezhnev eGressed at that time, 
"we propose concluding an international agreement which will put a gemine and not simply 
cosmetic end to the further spread of nuciear wes on, including the spread of such weapons 


via military blocs,’ 


In 1968 the Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty was approved by the UN General Assembly and 
came into force on 5 March 1970, Cherscterizing the treaty's significance, L,I, Brezhnev 
noted in the CPSU Central Committee report to the ¢+th party congress that ‘although some 
states, including some nuclear powers, have not yet acceded to it, it reduces the threat 
of nuclear war to some extent," Now, by virtue of the munber of ite participants, this 
treaty has become the most universal of all the international agreements on arm limite- 
tion: Over 110 states are party to it, and 4 further Cive countries have signed but heve 
not yet ratified the treaty. 


Thus, the nonproliferation of nuclear weapons has become a broadly recognized norm of 
present-day international iaw, in recent years the treaty's sphere of action has ex panded 
substantially, but there is still °4 urgent need for the adoption of further effective 
measures on the nonproliferation of nuciear weapons in our world, Two nuclear powers, 
Chine and France, plus a whole series of countries striving to obtain nuclear weapon 
remain outside the treaty's framework of action. 


The nuclear ambitions of the Repudiic of South Africa and Israel present a Special darger. 
She UN General Assembly special session on disarmament noted that molear weapon in the 
hands of warring states could be the beginning of a major c nflict. Thus it is the duty 
of tre conference opening in Geneva to maxe its own substantial contribution to further 


broadening the circle of those party to the treaty. 


This document's key provisions envisage committins nuclear states not to transfer nuclear 
weapons or other nuclear explosive devices or control over them either directly or in- 
directly to anyone at ali amd not to help or encourage any nonnmuclear state to manufacture 
or acquire such weapom. Also impurtant is the obligation on both moclear and nonruclear 
states party to the treaty nov ve supply fissionable materials or equipment for producing 
or processing them to any m nnuclear state unless that material is covered by International 
tomic Bnergy Agency [IAEA] guarantees control. 




















Reet | 
are being Strictly observed by @1l Lt8 participants, Under the present olrowns tances we 
Should particularly stress the treaty provision which commits the signatories to hold 
talks on effective measures to end the nuclear arms race and for disarmament. 


It 48 well Known that, because of the Soviet Union's tireless efforts ani despite the 
intensified opposition of the opponents of detente, definite successes have been achieved 
in certain directions in Limiting the arms race. In particular, in 1978 the c owention 
on banning the military or other hostile use of means of affecting the envirorment came 
into forpee, the basic elements of an agreement on banning radiation weapons were agreed 
and talke began on a Sotal prohibition of nuclear weapon tests and on banning chemical 
weapom. Amd finally the treaty between the USSR and the United States on limiting 
Strategic offensive weapons was signed in 1979, 


The Soviet Union combistently supports the limitation of the arms race and disarmament so 
as to Supplement political detente with military detente. Striving to implement this in 
practical terms, at the 1978 UN General Assembly special session on disarmament the 
Soviet Union proposed beginning talks on ending the manufacture of all types of nuclear 
weapon and on the gradual reduction of stocks until they are completely eliminated, 

Also widely known are the USSR proposals, approved in UN General Assembly resolutiors, 

on the total prohibition of melear weapon tests, on banning development and manufacture 
of new types of mass destruction weapons ani new systems of these weapons, on repudiating 
of the use of force in international relations and on banning the use of nuclear weapons 
forever. 


A further method of preventing the Spread of nuclear weapons around the globe is by limiting 
their territorial deployment. With ‘his very aim the USSR brought up for discussion by 

the UN General Assembly special Session on disarmament the question of nondeployment of 
nuclear weapons on the territory of states where they do not already exist. If this 
question were resolved it would succeed in raising another barrier in the path of the 
proliferation of nuclear weapons. 


At its 34th session the UN General Assembly adopted a resolution which stressed the need 
to begin talks immediately with all states which possess nuclear weapons on the question 
of ending the nuclear arms race arm on nuclear disarmament, of which the Soviet Union 
has long been a firm supporter. However, the solution of this important issue encounters 
a negative position in the United States, China ani other nuclear states. 


True to the principles of the Leninist policy of peace our country stated from the UN 
rostrum that the Soviet Union will never use nuclear weapons against those countries 

which decline to manufacture or acquire them and do not have them on their territory. 

This was undoubtedly a step toward meetirg the nonmuiclear states' wishes which strengthened 
the guarantee of their security and accords with the interests of peace in general. As 

it has repeatedly been stressed. the creation of nuclear-free zones in various regions of 
the world would promote the strengthening of the nonnuclear states' security. Here, too, 
our country's position is well known: In 1978 the Soviet Union ratified supplementary 
Protocol II to the treaty on banning nuclear weapons in Latin America (Tlatelolco Treaty). 


The Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty has become a firm basis for developing international 
cooperation in the peaceful use of atomic energy. The Soviet Union actively participates 
in the international exchange of nuclear materials, equipment and scientific and technical 
information. Our country has agreements on scientific and technical cooperation in this 
sphere with over 20 Buropean, Asian, African ani Latin American countries. ‘he USSR's 
contribution to this cooperation on a multilateral basis, including cooperation within 
IABA framework, is substantial.

shows that the treaty won broad international recognition, 

But far from everything has been done to resolve the task of preventing the spread of 
nuclear weapons, A whole number of stetes, and among themeesuch which have scientifice 
technical and ind rial potential for developing a nuclear wWeaponeehave not yet become 
parties to the treaty, If the countries which seek to have nuclear weapons for their 
aggressive aims do acquire them, that would be of a particular danger. The Republic of 
South Africa and [srael, for in wince, actually do not conceal their nuclear ambitions. 

It is necessary that the conference should call upon the states, which are not yet parties 
to the treaty, to join it as soon as possibile, 


An important result of the action of the Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty, Ivan Morozov 
said, is that it created favouraple conditions for the development of fruitful intere 
national cooperation in peaceful uses of atomic energy, for a broad use of the energy of 
the atom in creative purposes, 


The Soviet Union is making a considerable contribution to this sphere, Apart from rendere 
ing technical assistance through the International Atomic Energy Agency, it carries out 
extensive cooperation on bilateral and multilateral bases. The Soviet Union has agree- 
ments on sclentificetechnical cooperation in peaceful uses of atomic energy with 23 
countries of Burope, Asia, Africa and Latin America, 


The Soviet representative also pointed out that realization of the guarantees of the 
International Atomic Bnergey Agency, envisaged by the noneproliferation treaty, is one of 
the main aspects of ensuring the non-proliferation regime. This sytem of guarantees 
proved its reliability and efficiency. The strengthening and expansion of this sytem of 
guarantees is, in the USSR's opinion, the reliable means in the hands of the internat ional 
community in order to prevent tne switching over of fissionable materials for development 
of nuclear weapons or other nuclear explosive devices,

Tokyo Declaration

[Text] Tokyo, 3 August, TASS--"We express deep concern over the heightening of inter- 
national tensions caused by the unremitting nuclear and conventional arms race which is 
conducted despite the calls of peoples for the establishment of peace and security. We 
declare that averting nuclear war, liquidation of nuclear weapons and ending of the arms 
race is the most important task facing mankind", says a declaration that was adopted here 
today. Its adoptior concluded the part of the international conference for banning 
nuclear weapons that was held in Tokyo, 


In that declaration, some 400 delegates of the conference, among them more than 190 
representatives of 25 countries, as well as of twelve international organizations, made 

a call in that declaration for taking concrete steps aimed at nuclear disarmament, at 
general and complete disarmament and establishment of durable peace, They proclaimed the 
resolve to urge the governments of all countries to assist the creation and widening of 
the nuclear-free zones in the Pacific and Indian oceans, in Europe and other areas. The 
participants in the forum declared for immediate adoption of measures to conclude an 
international agreement banning the use of nuclear weapons. The declaration emphasizes 
the need to widen the struggle for non-proliferation of nuclear weapons and banning of 

its tests. The document calls for preventing the repetition of the tragedies of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki, the Japanese cities that were subjected to U.S, atomic bombings 35 years ago. 


The delegates of the conference met with applause the messages of a number of socialist 
countries, as well as the ‘isarmament Committee which called for putting an end to nuclear 
arms race and for ridding mankind of the threat of nuclear disaster. 


An important place in the work of the forum was assumed by the discussion of the question 
connected with the peaceful uses of nuclear energy. The participants in the forum supported 
the protest of the population of the Marianas Islands and Palau Islands against the plans 

of the United States and Japan to dump in the area of these islands radio-active wastes 

of nuclear production that are threatening the life of the local population. The 
conference will continue working in Hiroshima on August 5 and 6 in Nagasaki on August 9,

The conference is aimed at a further strengthening of the regime of non- 
proliferation, development of international cooperation in the peaceful we of the energy 
of the atom, An important role in this respect is played by the International Atomic 
Energy Agency, whose duty is to exercise practical control over the implementation of the 
treaty so as to prevent a proliferation of nuclear weapons and make impossible going over 
from peaceful uses of atomic energy to military ones, 


Writing on the agency's activity and problems, the newspaper PRAVDA points out today: 

World public is concerned over the fact that a number of countries, among them those which 
have the necessary sutentific technical potential to produce their own nuclear weapons, 

are still evading participation in the treaty on non-proliferation of nuclear weapons. 

Among them in the first place are Israel and the South African Republic, which are 

situated in areas of conflicts, in "hot spots" of the world, Also alarming is the trend 
prevailing in Pakistan. The effectiveness of the treaty on non-proliferation is reduced 

in a certain measure by the fact that among its participants are absent two nuclear powers<-- 
Prance and China. In other words, a most important link in the cause of strengthening the 
regime of non-proliferation is that the treaty should embrace all states.

Shu Mo, professor emeritus of Toxyo University, oritieiged the plans, saying that Japan 
must stop passing such nuclear waste onto the Third World. He said little was kmown 


about the flow of deep water and the impact of nuclear enrichment on living things has not 
yet been clarified, 


A delegate from Palau Island requested that the forum adopt 4 resolution calling on the 
Japanese Government to abandon such plans, Another delegate from Saipan appealed for 
unified action against nuclear threats in the Paoifie with Polynesians who he said were 
exposed to the danger of Freneh nuclear tests, 


Joseph Rotblat, professor of physics at London Miversity, who was involved in the 
Manhattan nuclear bomb production seheme, said nuclear reactors were originally aimed at 
extracting plutonium for the manufacture of nuclear bombs, So are spent nuclear fuel 
reporoessing plants, he said, Fram 4 longeterm perspective, largeescoale use of nuolear 
energy cannot be compatible with human beings, he said.

"The enormous human sacrifices and material damage from World War II are still fresh 
in mind. Conscience and reason warn us that we should not forget them or permit the 
recent past to be repeated. That is why the international community as a whole and 
each country individually should make maximum efforts to eliminate the causes and 
jangers of war, particularly nuclear war. Ag essential precondition for this is real 
and complete disarmament. 


"Of partioular concern is the senseless and continued ams race, the consequences of 
which are multifaceted and affect all countries and all peoples. The development of 
nuclear arms concentrated in the hands of a small number of countries has reached 
terrifying dimensions. Efforts to date by peace-loving forces to hold back this race 
unfortunately have not produced the expected results.

the nonaligned countries started an initiative which led to the holding of the first 

UN General Assembly special session devoted to this problem, There the importance of 
broader involvement by the international community and of the strengthening of the role 
of the world organization as an irreplaceable factor in efforts towards disarmament 

was stressed. The path towards this final aim, however, ir long and very difficult. 

The problem of arms, above all nuclear arms, remains one of the most important and 
topical tasks of our era, the greatest responsibility for which is borne by the countries 
which have nuclear arm.

FRO Credit to Argentina

(Text) PrankQwrt, PRO, & Aug (APP)=-It was learned here today that several PRO banks have 
granted a oredit of sore than $1 billion to the Argemtine National Atomio Energy Commission 
([CNEA) to finance a second FPRO-Argentine nuclear contract. 


Two credits for about $560 million were directly granted by the@&G Government through the 
Kreditanstaltfuer Wiederaufbau National Bank. A third credit for about $470 million was 
granted with the endorsement of the federal government by the Westdeutsohe Landesbark, 
which heads the operation of a consortium made up of 26 PRO banks. 


These credits will help to finance the Atucha II molear plant, which will be built by 
the Kraftwerk Union AG (KW), a Siemens branch that works in the miclear sector, which 
also tuilt the Atucha I miclear plant.

CONFERENCE URGES END TO NUCLEAR ARMS, DUMPING

[Text] Nagasaki, » Aug (KYODO)--the fourth international ban-the-bom conference ended 
here Saturday with a call for total abolition of nuclear arms. ‘he conference, held 
progressively in Tokyo, Hiroshima and Nagasaki over a period of eight days, was attended 
by some 4,000 delegates from 26 countries and 12 intermtional organization. 


The world meeting was inaugurated in 1977 b, Japanese anti-nuclear groups including the 
soclalist-backed Japan Congress Against Atomic and Hydrogen Bombs (Genpuikin), the 
communist-led Japan Council Against Atomic and Hydrogen Bombs (Gensuikyo) and a mumber 
of citizen groups. About 100 overseas delegates attended this year's conference. 


One feature of the conference this year was a report from the U.S, Pacific Trust Territory 
of Palau, which recently adopted the world's first anti-nuclear contitution. ‘The new 
comptitution, which bans nuclear power and the use, testing, storage and disposal of 
ruclear weapors, will come into effect later this year, when the Palau Islands become 
self-governing. 


Another feature was the strong appeal by Palau and another Micronesian territory, the 
Northern Marianas, urging Japan to abarntion plans to dump radioactive waste matter in 
the Pacific. 


Delegates urged Japan, which itself suffered two atomic bombings, not to became the cause 
of nuclear suffering by other countries. At its closing session Saturday, the 4,000 con- 
ferences issued a "Nagasaki appeal" calling for total abolition of muclear arms and 
demanding goverrment aid for surviving victims of the Hiroshima and Nagasaki bombings. 
The conferences also denounced military uses of nuclear power ami disposal or storage 

of muclear waste in the Pacific, whether by Japan or any other country.

Australia possesses the world's third largest deposits of uranium but development of 
the resources has not been canmenced on a full-fledged basis as yet. 


Australia already has made known its policy of exporting uranium not as an ore but in 
the form of enriched uranium, whose value added is higher. 


The country is also holding consultations with two enrichment firms formed by West 
Buropean countries as well as with the U.S. on the possibility of engaging in joint 
undertakings with them on enrichment of uranium. It is expected to decide on the joint 
project partner by taking into account various conditions offered. 


According to the goverrment sources, the Japanese proposal bared Thursday includes 
estimates on the scope of the facilities to be built, construction costs and corstruction 
period.

GANDHI TELLS OF DELAYS IN ATOMIC ENERGY PROJECTS

The Prime Minister Mrs Indira Gandhi told the Rajya Sabha that various 
projects under the Department of Atomic Energy were being delayed between 
two to seven years for many reasons. 


These were due to delay in finalisation of foreign collaboration and arri- 
val of the imported components lack of trained personnel and slow progress 
in the erection of buildings and towers. 


The research reactor of the Babha Atomic Research Center scheduled to be 
completed by 1979, was held up because of widespread inflation, rise in 
labour cost and a 350 percent increase in the cost of heavy water. 


The waste immobilisation plant’at Tarapur, scheduled for completion this 
year would now be completed in 1982 in view of the steep rise in the cost 
of raw material, customs duty on imported equipment and lack of skilled 
technicians. 


The fast breeder test reactor scheduled for 1976 would be completed in 
1982 due to delay in the collaboration agreement with foreign consultants. 
The radio-metallurgy laboratory was also delayed by two years and would be 
completed only next year. 


The heavy projects at Kota and Talcher had been behind schedule by five 
and six years respectively because of delay in foreign collaboration 
agreement, disturbed labour conditions and replacement and reordering 
of major items. They would be completed next year. 


Mrs Gandhi said the ball-bearing tubes plant of the nuclear fuel complex 
and Rajasthan atomic power station, part two, would be completed this 
year. 


The first unit of the Madras atomic power project had been held up by 
seven years and would be completed only next year due to design changes 
and technical problems. The second unit would be ready in 1983.

CARTER DECISION ON NUCLEAR FUEL SHIPMENT WELCOMED

{[Text] President Carter's decision to ignore the unanimous verdict of 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission [NRC] and approve the pending shipments 
of enriched nuclear fuel for the Tarapur atomic power station (TAPS) 
reflects a judicious perception of U.S. interests. Under the Indo-U.S. 
agreement on Tarapur, signed in 196°, Washington is obliged to supply 
fuel throughout the 3-year life of the plant. The accord was approved 
by the U.S. Senate and has thus the force of a treaty, The NRC's 
argument that approval of the shipments would defeat the purposes of the 
U.S. Nuclear Non-Proliferation Act, 1979, was both irrelevant and 
untenable. Irrelevant because all long-term international agreements 
would become meaningless if, as the NRC presumes, they can be abrogated 
by subsequent national legislation. Untenable because New Delhi has 
repeatedly made it clear that if the U.S. unilaterally abrogates the 
Tarapur accord, it would be free to reprocess some 250 tonnes spent fuel 
from the station in the Rs. 10-crore facility which is lying idle at the 
moment close to it. That would yield enough plutonium for several 
Pokhran-type nuclear explosives and thus thwart the very objective that 
the NRC has ostensibly in mind. And if the NRC's objective was to 
cripple Tarapur by denying the fuel, it was unlikely to succeed in that 
aim either. Indian scientists have already mapped out a strategy for 
salvaging "reasonably good" rods of irradiated fuel from the storage pool 
at Tarapur to run the station at a slightly reduced power for about a year 
and for fuelling it thereafter with a mixed oxide of plutonium and uranium. 
Plutonium extracted from the spent fuel at TAPS would suffice to keep the 
plant going till the late eighties. 


President Carter's decision can still be annulled by the Congress by a 
two-thirds majority and the so-called hawks in the Senate as well as the 
House of Representatives are already said to be mustering their forces 

to defeat his move. In a bid to overcome their opposition in the committee 
hearings earlier, the administration officials have not only underscored 
the need for the U.S. to honour its contractual obligations but also 
stressed the importance of doing so "particularly after the Soviet thrust 
into Afghenistan."” This is a valid argument. 
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in consultations with india on regional and related problems in the montha 
ahead, it ia vital that the U.S. administration should retain ite 
credibility, Hut, ultimately, the question of fuel supplies for Tarapur 
must be seen in Washington in a wider perapective. Its entire policy

NUCLEAR RESEARCH PEACEFUL=-A foreign office spokesman has reiterated that 
Pakistan's modest nuclear research program is devoted solely to the peaceful 
uses of nuclear energy, and Pakistan has no intention of developing nuclear 
energy for military use.

third--India and Pakistan sign the Nuclear Nonproliferation Treaty; fourth-- 
in the interim India and Pakistan join other countries of South Asia in 
declaring their renunciation of the manufacture of nuclear weapons or their 
acquisition. The spokesman voiced concern over the recent official state- 
ment in the Indian Parliament that India reserves the right to carry out more 
nuclear tests. The spokesman expressed the hope that there will be a posi- 
tive response to the Pakistan proposal so that this part of South Asia may be 
kept free of the danger of nuclear weapons.

CASTRO MADERO DENIES PLANS TO BUILD ATOMIC BOMB

[Text] Buenos Aires, 7 Aug (NA)--The chairman of the National Atomic Energy Commission 
(CNEA) today firmly refuted any Argentine plans to build an atom bomb and rejected the 
possibility that the government could review its position against ratifying the Tlaltelolco 
Treaty (for nuclear nonproliferation). 


In a statement made by telephone to NOTICIAS ARGENTINAS from San Carlos de Bariloche, 
Castro Madero strongly refuted the report o” an international news agenoy datelined in 
Bern according to which Argentina will manufacture the first Latin American bomb at a 
cost of $12 billion. 


Castro Madero said: "Taking into account the source of this information, which was dis- 
closed by a representative of the Swiss parliament, meaning Deputy (Hans joerg Braunscheig), 
it becomes obvious that it is deliberately aimed at preventing or hampering the sale to 
Argentina of a heavy water plant, by accusing Argentina of aims which it does not, in fact, 
have,” 


The CNEA chairman recalled that Argentina has signed contracts and "has been proving through 
its policy that nuclear energy will be used only for peaceful objectives," and expressed his 
belief that "the negotiations with Switzerland for the installation of the first Argentine 
heavy water plant in Arroyito, Neuquen Province, will not be harmed by this report." 


Asked whether the Argentine plan for nuclear development will cost $12 billion as reported 
from Bern, Castro Madero indicated that "he does not know where that figure comes from," 
and explained that the Argentine nuclear program, which provides for the construction of 
four nuclear powerplants and a heavy water plant by 1997, will cost $5 billion, 


Concerning Argentina's refusal to ratify the nonproliferation treaty, Castro Madero said: 
"We have not signed it because we believe that it is discriminatory, that is, it violates 
the prinoiple of legal equality among the states," 


Asked whether the Argentine Government would review its position against ratifying the 
Tlaltelolco Treaty, Castro Madero answered, “no, absolutely not. I do not believe that 
the conditions have changed enough for us to sign the treaty.” 


The CNEA chairman will stay in San Carlos de Bariloche until Sunday, Tomorrow he will 
attend the opening ceremony of the academic activities at the Balseiro Institute, which

Has a Dossier of Its Enemies," JORNAL DE BRASILIA yesterday published a 
"confidential document" the authorship of which is attributed to the 
Security and Information Division (DSI) of the Ministry of Mines and 
Energy. The report indicates the opponents of the Brazilian-German 
nuclear agreement, among whom it cites communists and Jews, Americans 
and Soviets, businessmen, scientists, senators and deputies, newspapers 
(among them the FOLHA) and journalists. 


Individuals and organizations are cited as "personae non grata" to the 
German-Brazilian agreement in the confidential circular dated 13 February 
1980 and signed by Armando Barcelos of the DSI unit of that ministry. 

The circular was distributed among the presidents of all the electric 
power companies. Having as a "reference: the Brazilian Nuclear Program," 
the subject is identified in the confidential document as "Demonstrations 
Against the Establishment of the Brazilian Nuclear Program." 


The “black list" included in the document which the JORNAL DE BRASILIA 
published yesterday, included among others, Senators Dirceu Cardoso 
(Brazilian Democratic Movement Party--PMDB--Espirito Santo), who is a 
member of the nuclear congressional investigating committee; Franco 
Montoro (PMDB--Sao Paulo); and Roberto Saturnino (PMDB--Rio de Janiero); 
businessmen Antonio Ermirio de Morais, Kurt Mirow, Einar Kok and Dilson 
Funaro; General Dirceu Coutinho (former director of the Brazilian Nuclear 
Corporation (NUCLEBRAS); the technical director of Itaipu Binational, John 
Cotrin (former president of Furnas, which is building the Angra nuclear 
power stations); and a group of scientists, engineers and professors, 
among them Rogerio Cerqueira Leite and Jose Goldemberg. 


The “circular” states that “it is the Jewish commuity, as a social group, 
that fights the most against the nuclear agreement and program." The 
document observes also that "the campaign against the Brazilian-German 
agreement and the Brazilian nuclear program originates abroad (the United 
States and the Soviet Union) and is conducted on the domestic level." 
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According to the "circular," the campaign is already reaching the "mass 
phase," adding that "with reference to the instruments utilized to carry 
out the campaign, we observe the following: the principal instrument 
will be the press, selecting some newspapers and magazines preferred by 
the target audiences such as O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO, FOLHA, GAZETA 
MERCANTIL, JORNAL DE BRASILIA and the magazine VEJA." 


The Ministry of Mines and Energy press aide, Armando Cunha, however, 
denied last night that the "dossier" is an official document. "It is 
only a document presented to the DSI as u proposal," he said, 


Because of its singular nature, the FOLHA reproduces the full text of the 
"circular" as it was published yesterday: 


Date: 13 February 1980 


Subject: Demonstrations Against the Establishment of the Brazilian 
Nuclear Program 





l, A large demonstration against the installation of nuclear plants in 
the state was held in Vitoria, Espirito Santo, on 28 November 1979, under 
the sponsorship of several organizations, neighborhood associations and 
the Espirito Santo Association for the Protection of the Environment 
(ACAPAM), with the active participation of members of the Freedom and 
Struggle group of the Federal University of that state, who took over the 
microphone and incited the assembly with the characteristic cliches of 
communist proselytism. 


2. The demonstration in question was the first sign of a mass movement 
pertaining to the Brazilian nuclear program and demonstrates the results 
achieved by the destructive propaganda launched last year against the 
aforementioned agreement and to win over the public. 


3. An examination of that campaign reveals the development of coordinated 
actions in growing succession, which makes it possible to infer the 
existence of prior planning structured in time and space. These actions 
may be summarized in the following order: 


A--Initial motivation: intended to call che attention of the Brazilian 
public to the nuclear problem, presenting it in a negative way (reportage 
from the French, British, German and U.S. press criticizing the agreement 
and published by the Brazilian press, without being played up); 


B--Creation of an impact with wide repercussion among the national public. 
That impact should come from abroad in order to give greater credibility 
and, consequently, have great effect. (The article in the German maga- 
zine DER SPIEGEL, charging alleged irregularities detrimental to the 
country in the implementation of the agreement, and played up by the 
Brazilian press); 











C--Exploit the impact created, broadening public motivation and influencing 
certain preselected target-audiences, (Extensive reportage in 0 ESTADO DE 
SAO PAULO, FOLHA DE SAO PUALO, GAZETA MERCANTIL and JORNAL DE BRASILIA 

on the work of the Senate nuclear investigating committee, emphasizing 

the negative aspects and dissembling the positive ones); 


D--Consolidate the influence exerted on the target-audiences through the 
action of ecologically oriented scientific organizations (activity of the 
Brazilian Society for the Advancement of Sciences (SBPC) and the Brazilian 
Physics Association (SBF) at various assemblies for energy studies, which 
were reduced to criticism of the Brazilian nuclear program, talks by 
scientists in organizations for the protection of nature, clubs, etc., 
criticizing the event); 


E--On the basis of that target-audiences and associations, create pressure 
groups that will initiate mass movements of protest against regional nuclear 
events in order to evoke national reaction, interesting other groups and 
organizations in the movement in order to pressure the government to halt 
the nuclear program and to denounce or emasculate the agreement (recent 
events in Espirito Santo, the activities of the Sao Paulo Association 

for the Protection of Nature in Rezende, Rio de Janeiro). 


4. As for the techniques employed, the analysis of the campaign reveals: 


A--The apparent existence of a common consensus both at home and abroad 
about the possible risks that occur; (press report about the protest 
demonstrations against nuclear events in various countries; statements 
at home by scientists, experts, businessmen and politicians against 
nuclear energy, presenting the most varied arguments in the most varied 
situations: Jose Goldemberg, Mario Schemberg, Luis Pinquelli Rosa, 
Antonio Ermirio de Morais, Kurt Mirow, Senator Franco Montoro, State 
Deputy Gil Marques and others who, because of their position, enjoy 

a certain degree of credibility among the target-audiences, in addition 
to the positions adopted by the SBPC and the SBF, where the former hold 
positions of leadership); 


B--Exploitation of the economic factor, exaggerating costs, omitting time 
frames and making distorted comparisons with other sources, some still in 
the research phase and others in the testing stage (testimony of engineer 
John Cotrin in the senate investigating committee, presenting a cost of 
$3,000 per installed kilowatt at the present time; statements by professors 
of engineering schools on comprative costs, publicizing sources of energy 
in the research phase, such as solar, biomass, sea and wind sources, 
omitting the current stage of such research, giving the idea that it is 
ready for use and publicizing this widely); 


C--Attempt to create a contradiction with the Germans, transferrers of 
the technology, portraying them not as the possessors of the technology 
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but as good businessmen, Brazil will not gain any benefits but the German 
nuclear industry will be sustained by Brazil (testimony of Jose Goldemberg, 
Mario Schemberg, General Dirceu Coutinho, engineer Joaquim Francisco de 
Carvalho, the latter former directors of Brazilian Nuclear Corporation 
(NUCLEBRAS) subsidiaries; testimony of Kurt Mirow, statement by Antonio 
Ermirio de Morais, Einar Kok and others); 


D--Charges of true purposes--military devices--not the proclaimed pur- 
poses, The German revanchists are using Brazil for its own purposes, 
which is well received by the Brazilian militarist dictatorship (testimony 
in the senate investigating committee by Mario Schemberg and statement by 
Senator Dirceu Cardoso in the congressional investigating committee about 
the A-bomb, approving it and other more veiled and subtle statements in 
that regard); 


E--Associating the nuclear event with political-ideological and political- 
partisan purposes (statements by opposition politicians at the federal, 
State and municipal levels, transforming the agreement, a high diplomatic 
act, into a dictatorial! and not democratic action because "the people 
were not consulted" but congress ratified it). 


5. The basic ideas that serve to sustain the campaign may be deduced as 
follows: 


A--The issue of safety of the reactors and environmental protection; 
B--Economic factor: the high cost of the program; 


C--The lack of sincerity on the part of the Germans in the transfer of 
technology. 


With reference to the first basic idea, the following topics exploitea 
are noteworthy: 


--Inadequacy of the site of Angra-2 ("rotten terrain,” as Senator Dirceu 


Cardoso termed it), which will have to be driven with a "forest of piles’ 
to support the plant (and not only the reactor). There will be serious 
risks as a result; 


--Any accident involving the Angra-2 plant will harmfully affect Rio, 
Sao Paulo and Belo Horizonte (physicist Pinguelli Rosa); 


--The danger of environmental contamination, especially of the sea water 
in the plant area because of the cooling system adopted; 


--Atomic waste, the great danger not yet resolved, is a serious threat 
since the radiation of that waste will last for thousands of years 
(J. Goldemberg, Pinguelli Rosa and others); 
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~The Three=Mile Island plant accident dramatically exploited by the press 
subtly tranaferred as possible in Angra-2; 


With ceference to the second basic ideas, the principal topics were: 


--The high price per inatalled kilowatt when there are other much cheaper 
sources and not yet utilized (position of several experts from state 
companies, including the Brazilian Electric Power Corporation (ELETROBRAS) ; 


“Ample available hydroelectric potential atill far from having been 
exhausted and cheaper than nuclear energy (recent statements of David 
Simons, engineer and former Furnas aide); 


~-Minimiging available hyiroelectric potential and maximizing the growth 
of demand as justification for the nuclear program (position of several 
experts and physicists); 


-=-High cost of the nuclear program under unfavorable conditions to Brazil 
with a very high foreign debt and unfavorable balance of export trade 
(position of opposition politictans, particularly Senators Saturnino 
Braga and Franco Montoro); 


--Too high a price paid to the Germans to train the Brazilians in the 
nuclear sector, with doubtful results in terms of the assimilation of 
technology (viewpoint of the SBPC group of physicists), 


With reference to the last basic idea: 


--The German process for che enrichment of uranium has not been tested 
and Brazil is buying something doubtful (J. Goldemberg, Leite Lopes, 
Dirceu Coutinho); 


--The Brazilian nuclear program will benefit the German and not the 
Brazilian nuclear industry since the majority of the principal components 
will be built in Germany and not in Brazil; 


--The stockholders contract between NUCLEBRAS and KWU, the minority stock- 
holder, gave all the advantages to KWU, including the right of veto and 
nothing to the Brazilians; 


--The German plants are not as safe as proclaimed; some have been shut down 
and others have not even gone into operation (M. Schemberg and others); 


--The training of the Brazilians in Germany is more to operate the nuclear 
plant than to plan and build them (J. Goldemberg o: TV Channel 3); 


6. With reference to the instruments utilized to carry out that campaign, 
we observe the following: 
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A=--The principal inetrument wii) be Che press, selecting some newspapers 
and magazines preferred by the target-audiences (especially the JORNAL 
DE BRASILIA, GAZETA MPRCANTIL, POLHA DE SAO PAULO and VEJA); 


Be-Scientific and technological assemblies to discuss energy problems, 
where basically the nuclear agreement will be criticized (symposiums of 
the SBPC, SBF, Engineering Club, the Capes Energy “Workship"); 


C=-=Statements by the scientific community, which in reality is reduced 
to 4 email group of physicists who speak in name of the whole, prominent 
among whom are Mario Schemberg, Jose Goldemberg (SBPC), Luis Pinguelli 
Rosa (Federal University of Rie de Janeiro), Rogerio de Cerqueira Leite 
(University of Campinas==UNICAMP), Vitor Cleo (State Foundation for 
Environmental Engineering--FEEMA), Luis Carlos Meneses (University of Sao 
Paulo), Enio Candiotti (SPF), Alfredo Taculine (Federal University of 

Rio Grande do Sul), Armando Turtelli (UNITCAMP), Jair Melo, Romulo Pieroni 
(Energy and Nuclear Research Inetitute--IPEN), Marcelo Damy (SBPC),

D=--Statements by social communities-<-prominent among them being a segment 
of the Saco Paulo Jewish community, and associations such as the Sao Paulo 
Society for the Protection of Nature, Acapema (Eapirito Santo), AGPMA 
jexpansion unknown) (Rio Grande do Sul); 


E=--The senate investigating committee, the principal inetrument where all 
obiections are presented; 


F--Business associations, the Federation of Industries of the State of 
Sao Paulo (FIESP), and the Bragilian Machine Industry Association 
(ABIMAQ), prominent among which are Kurt Mirow, Einar Kok, Edilson Funaro 
and Antonio Erminio de Moraes. 


), The techniques of application of the instruments; the following aspects 
may be inferred: 


A--Present the existence of 4 common consensus against the dangers stemming 
from the use of nuclear energy among 4 certain segment of a national and 
foreign elite. (Statements by physicists, experts, businessmen and poli- 
ticians vaunted as having great competence and consequently, great respon- 
sibility toward the communities); 


B--Exploitation « the economic factor, exaggerating the costs and time 
frames, at a time of financial difficulties and growing inflation, subtly 
characterizing the waste of funds in activities not immediately necessary 
more to satisfy the vanity of leading groups (the proclaimed military 
system, hashed over by O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO, and to transform Brazil 
into a military power at the cost of the sacrifices of the people);

Jewish community of Sao Paulo, headed by Mario Schemberg, Kurt Mirow and 
others, and the criticiem of the stockholders agreement of the NUCLEBRAS- 
KWU joint venture, with the Germans having the power of veto in the company, 
a point expressed by O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO, GAZETA MERCANTIL and General 
Dirceu Coutinho, Ret); 


De=Keep the attention of the target-audiences and the general public iteelf 
focused on the critical elements of the Bragilian-German nuclear agreement 
through diversionary actions but correlated with the criticiem (assaults 

on the homes of Mario Schemberg and Kurt Mirow by people described by the 
victime as neo-Nazis, in search of documents confirming the charges made, 
as well as threats to Jews by the Nazi Renovation Movement because of their 
positions against the agreement, widely reported by the press); 


E=--Use of the so-called “fear technique” by subtle actions in order to 
create an impressionist impact, reinforcing the opposing statements 
(sensationalist exploitation by the communications media of the Ten-Mile 
Island nuclear accident, immediately followed by the science-fiction film, 
"The China Syndrome," preceded by an advertising campaign. The associa- 
tion of the widely exploited accident with the visualization of the movie 
fantasy creates a predisposition against the subject). 


8. The propaganda campaign unleashed against the Brazilian-German nuclear 
agreement takes on the character of destructive propaganda because: 


A--It follows the so-called laws of: 


1) Repetition of orchestration: since the same points are rehashed con- 
stantiy, but presented in a different way; 


2) Deviation and suggestion: call attention of the target-audiences to 
certain incidents that have occurred to individuals who are critics of 
the subject and correlate those facts with the nuclear problem; 


3) Unanimity and contagion: present the existence of a common consensus 
among individuals of a certain prominence in the various sectors of activ- 
ity, who will rehash the same subjects. 


B--Arouse the instinct of survival, exploiting collective fear through 
prefabricated images. Thus, the danger of radioactive contamination from 
nuclear facilities for human beings directly or through the environment 
or food will lead them to act through: 


1) Imitation: acquiescing a priori to being against the undertaking with- 


out seeking to learn other aspects. The first idea is the valid one and 
the others change that one; 
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2) Suggestion: asseciation of common facts with the proclaimed effects 
of the riek of radiation and, consequently, the opposing position; 


3) Support: position predetermined by the simple int uence of others 
who indicate an imaginary risk disseminated by a newapaper or by a known 
person, without even seeking further clarification; 


C--Relies on discontented technical sectors, encouraging certain points 
that appear to be demeaning to the nation, | eaving 


1) The idea of the erosion of values: not offering an opportunity to 
the most capabie Brazilian technicians but the the proteges, anc conse~ 
quently the preponderance of Germans over Srazillans (training of tech- 


nicians and atockholders agreement); 


2) A social vacuum: instead of favoring conditions for national business, 
it favors German industry, buying superseded technology in an essential 
sector for a long time. The effects are already being felt in Brazilian 
society in the form of financial difficuities, and the weil-being of 
Germany at the expense of Brazil (Mario Schemberg, Kurt Mirow and others); 





3) Explanatory arguments blocked, since the communications media do not 
give prominence to che denials and explanatory facts regarding the bene- 
fits to be derived and the existing salety; 


4) The tension generated by fear to be compensated by the escape valve 
represented by protest, either by individuals who repeat what they have 
heard, small groups, or masses. 


9. The mentors and fomentors of that propaganda, revealing personnel 
skilled and experienced in that type of action, There are great interests 
at stake, to wit: 


A=--The United States, whose activities against Brazilian capability for 
the full and independent use of suciear energy may be summarized as 
follows: 


1) In the forties, it became well accepted that Brazil would supply 
fissionable sx erials and the necessary elements for the nuclear industry 
but would not receive know-how that would enable it in the future to 
master the technology; 


2) Im the fifties, it succeeded in breaking down the limitations and 
restrictions imposed on the export of rare minerals and impeding the 
installation of a plant for the production of pure uranium purchased from 
the French, and for enrichment by the centrifugal process, under the 
allegation of high cost, 4 process unproved and unnecessary in view of 
the available and unutilized hydroelectric resources (the same arguments 
as at present by surrogates); 
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3) Im the sixties, during the negotiations on the treaty on denuclearizing 
Latin America, it attempted to impose restrictive clauses, blocking any 
Brazilian aspirations for nuclear technology; 


4) In Geneva, in the discussions on the nuclear nonproliferation treaty, 
which Brazil did not sign, the same position as the regional treaty was 
repeated, now with the USSR as an ally and fierce defenders of the monop- 
oly restricted to the so-called atomic club; 





5) The signing of the Bragilian-German nuclear treaty aroused the political- 
diplomatic reaction of the U.S. Government, which tried to emasculate it 

but did not succeed, That fect led it to seek new methods through foreign 
and domestic propaganda to block the program and thereby deflate the agree- 
ment; 





6) Reports received by NUCLEBRAS reveal that: 


--There are four scientific attaches in the U.S. Consulate in Sao Paulo, 
experts in the nuclear area, whose purpose it is to work against the agree- 
ment and to seek to discredit and impair the implementation of the nuclear 
program (INFAO 048/79 of NUCLEBRAS); 


-<The same report reveals that there are 11 Americans in the diplomatic 
area in Brazil working against the agreement, a fact that is already known 
to the National Intelligence Service (SNI). 


A--A NUCLEBRAS director visiting Germany learned from a German expert 
connected with UHDE, the company that will transfer the reprocessing tech- 
nology and that is controlled by the Hoescht Group which has large inter- 
ests in the United States, that it is being pressured so that UNDE would 
conduct the transfer of reprocessing technology at a low efficiency level; 


B--The USSR proceeds more cautiously in the domestic area and acts through 
the members and sympathizers of Brazilian Communist Party. Its technique 
differs from the American and has special preference for mass movements. 
it infiltrates and little by little assumes key policy positions, per- 
verting the activity of the organ or organization for its own purposes, 
associating the existing fact with the ideological nature. It attrib- 
utes great importance to the economic factor, omitting the future benefits 
but considering the conditions of the moment. It also uses deviation, 
indicating purposes completely different from reality. Thus, the associa- 
tion of the current financial situation, the foreign debt, military pur- 
poses, German revanchism, proclaimed and disseminated, comes from the 
defenders of socialism in congress as well as in other assemblies, in 

the press, artistic quarters and among the so-call«d intellectuals. In 
the Vitoria demonstrations, there was strong politico-ideological pros- 
elytiem, in the statements of the students of the Federal University of 
Espirito Santo, in the foreign area. There are unconfirmed reports that 
the magazine DER SPIEGEL is controlled by the Soviets; 
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C=-=-The Jewish community, 48 4 social group, te the one that fights the moat 
against the nuclear agreement and program, and the majority of the oppo- 
nents is Jewish (Mario Schemberg, Goldemberg, Kurt Mirow, David Simon, 
Jose Lutgemberg, Einar Kok and others), The basic reason for that motiva- 
tion is Brazil's pro-Arab foreign policy, and everything that can impair 
Brazilian progress ie valid, as long ae it maintains that policy unfav- 
orable to Ierael. Knowing that the energy problem is a capital one for 
the future of Brazil and that the mastery of nuclear technology will 
determine 4 new industrial and agricultural pattern, it seeks to adopt 

an opposing position, it is well to point out Goldemberg's recent criti- 
ciem of Proalcoo!] and energy derived from biomass and supporting solar 
energy which is still in a rudimentary stage, 


The campaign against the razilian-German nuclear agreement originates 
abroad (the United States and the USSR) and is carried out on the domestic 
level. Initially it was a campaign of motivation and it is already reach- 
ing the mass phase, 





It was formed around a minority of physicists, university professors, 
experts, businessmen and some ecologists, the majority of them of Jewish 
background, 


Although they are small in number, they conduct activity in various 
sectors, giving the public the impression that it is a very broad pro- 
test. 


That minority has relied on the cover of some newspapers and magazines 
with good circulation. 


There has not yet been broader support by the public but the Aracruz 
demonstrations are indications of support. 


It is possible that: 


There may be a decrease of the intensity of the propaganda against the 
agreement and the program, especially by the USSR. The present attacks 
against Proalcool, against the national coal plan by members of the 
SBPC and omission of the nuclear problem is an encouraging sign. 


That the protest demonstrations may be intensified by the nature lovers. 
Since those groups are identified with the “hippie movement” they do 
not merit the confidence of the mass. 


There may be a certain retreat on the part of the United States in view of 
the international situation stemming from the lranian crisis. 


(As the JORNAL DE BRASILIA stated in publishing the document, "The ortho- 
graphical errors are the responsibility of the author.”) 











The Pamphlet That Would Make Goebbels Envious 


The least that can be said about the confidential "circular" about the 
nuclear program by the Division of Security and Information of the Ministry 
of Mines and Energy ia that it is a typically Nagi-leaning and paranoic 
documents, It does not present a single argument to counter the over- 
whelming criticism that so many sectors of Brazilian society have made 
againet the nuclear program associated with the Bragilian-German agreement. 
On the contrary, following the method and style of Joseph Goebbels' second- 
echelon aides, the authors of the document only present that criticiem 

as the product of an international conspiracy of communist-Jewish inspira- 
tion that involves renowned national scientists, national press organs, 
businessmen linked with the capital goods industry and senators and 
deputies of the republic. 


The author or authors of the pamphlet do not suspect that the reason the 
nuclear program arouses such strong resistance in society is because its 
implementation would really involve one of the greatest and costliest 
errors in Brazilian economic history. Its cost is extremely high and 
worse still, it will consume tens of billions of dollars which we need so 
much; it would produce energy at a price much higher than that of hydro- 
electric origin; is based on unproven technology under foreign control. 
Those objections have never been convincingly rebutted by any government 
agency and it is not for lack of access to the communications media. 

The executive branch has the power, even excessively so, to use radio and 
television as much as it wants to address the nation in special programs. 
The press has always given the widest publicity to all official state- 
ments on all subjects that interest the nation. 


The weakness of the arguments that sustain the nuclear program and the 
little inclination of government officials to defend them make the nation 
suspect that the continuation of that program, which was decided and 
undertaken under the protection of the closed and authoritarian regime, 
would not survive an open debate with the most representative figures of 
our scientific, political, business and journalistic circles, now slandered 
in the aforementioned document. 


That program is underway--as President Figueiredo demonstrated when he 
decreed the construction of two reactors on the coast of Sao Paulo-- 

due only to the authoritarian components that remain strongly entrenched 
in the government and that provide cover for the nuclear "lobby." That 
"lobby," isolated from the nation and out of touch with reason is succeed- 
ing in having the country proceed in the monumental error of the program.

ELETROMETAL MAY PRODUCE ALLOYS FOR NUCLEAR PLANTS 
Rio de Janeiro 0 GLOBO in Portuguese 23 Jul 80 p 22 


[Text] Sao Paulo--The federal government today received a report 
prepared by ELETROMETAL showing that is is capable of producing material 
essential for the reactor core of nuclear piants, with completely 
national technology in Brazil. As a result, Brazil may be in a position 
to produce gircalloy, inconel and incoloy tubes, which are essential 

for the construction of conventional nuclear power plants, and hafnium, 
which will facilitate the construction of the mobile reactors of atomic 
submarines. 





At present, ELETROMETAL, the leading company in the alloys and special 
Steels sector, has already been contracted to supply the components of 

the heat exchangers and condensors (the peripheral part of the core) 

for Angra-2, -3, and -4. The president of the company, Jose Dinis de Souza, 
asserted that, with federal approval, “it is in a position to begin 
production of that equipment for Angra-5, within 2 and a half years. 


"It depends only on the installation of some equipment we need that is 
important for the manufacture of the essential components for the atomic 
reactors,” Dinis added. ‘Our company already has the technology for 
that production guaranteed, and since the reactor core will be built 

in Brazil, beginining with Angra-5, we expect it to be built by us." 


Tests 


The reactor core components and the consequent manufacture for atomic 
submarines became feasible about a month ago when the company put a 
sophisticated vaccum-metallurgy system into operation. At the end of 

last month, the company announced to the press that with the utilization 
of two special ovens--one by the VIM vacuum induction system and the 
other by the VAR refusion under vacuum system--it could produce alloys, 
superalloys and steel that would be applied in complex industrial sectors: 
aerospace, aeronautics, oil production, electro-electrunic, chemical, 
weapons, computer and nuclear sectors. 
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That new phase which represents the second stage of an "ambitious 
expansion plan begun in 1972," according to Dinis, is bearing excellent 
results, The company which produced about 15,000 tons per year from 
L972 to 1976, began to produce 30,000 tone in the period 1977 to 

1980, investing $35 million, from its own funds, the National Economic 
Deveiopment Band, and the foreign market. 


"In 3 years, Brazil is doing what it took the United States 30 years 

to do, The government provided all the resources we needed although it 
knew that there wre great difficulties in the market and that there 

was a lack of human resources. We knew only that there will be a market 
for our products in Brazil but we do not know when," he declared. 


Exports 


Dinis revdaled also that the main objectives of the project is to 

"seek an increase of exports and replace imports, a plan that is 
extremely difficult and fraught with riske." In the meantime, he views 
his project, which he considers "pioneer" project, as a challenge, the 
same way he decided to form ELETROMETAL. In 1964, Jose Dinis de Souza 
decided to leave Tenenge Engineering, the largest industrial assembly 
company in Latin America--"where I rade a lot of money and worked hard 
but did not feel fulfilled'--to "change lines" and return to metallurgy, 
his area of specialisation, in response to the market's enormous 
technological appeal. 


Explaining that ELETROMETAL, which is located in the city of Sumare, 

Sao Paulo, is already in a position to produce materials, in Brazil 
today, and "consequently products are going to be generated, Dinis 

cited Air Colonel Servio Valle, director of the company, as saying that 
"first the sophisticated materials industry was born and only afterwards 
were the key technology industries established." He pointed out also 
that ELETROMETAL is supplying the principal components for aircraft 
piston-motors, satellite-launching rocket structures for the Space 
Activities Institute of the Aerospace Technical Center, components for 
the Canadian Pratt and Whitney turbines, used by the Brazilian Aeronautics 
Company (EMBRAER); special alloys for the landing gear of the Tristar 
planes, of American Lockheed; and for Boeing engines, and armor for 

U.S, military helicopters. 


With regard to the possibility of Brazil building an atomic submarine, 
Dinis smiled a bit and concluded: 


"IT can only say that for the time being you are not very far from the 
truth.”

NUCLEBRAS SAYS ORE FOUND IN AMAPA NOT URANIUM 
Rio de Janeiro 0 GLOBO in Portuguese 17 Jul 80 p 25 


{Text} A high-level source from the Brazilian Nuclear Corporation 
(NUCLEBRAS) revealed yesterday that the radioactive ore discovered by an 
independent prospector in the region of Cacui, in Amapa, is thorianite 
(an ore that contains thorium), associated with uranium. He asserted 
that there is no world market for that type of composition and for that 
reason the exploitation of the reserve is considered uneconomical at the 
present cime. 





The representative of the state enterprise said that the incidence of 
thorium in the area is so small that even if there was a market, it's 
exploitation would not be advisable. Brazil has large reserves of thorium 
that are easily mined, especially in Pocos de Caldas, Morro do Ferro and 
Bambui in Minas Gerais, and in the monazitic sands of Espirito Santo and 
Rio de Janeiro. 


Dispute 


Law 4,118 of 1962 establishes a federal monopoly over any radioactive 
ore, in addition to stipulating the rules for exploitation. Under law 
6,189 of 1974, which created NUCLEBRAS, it was established that that 
company would assume responsibility for the exploitation of those ores. 


When a person or independent groups discovers some radioactive ore, 
MUCLEBRAS indemnifies shem for the expenditures incurred in exploration 
and pays a “reward” for the discovery. However, that occurs only when 
exploitation of the reserve discovered is economically feasible. 


The discovery made by prospector Raimunda Lopes Damasceno, was placed 
at the disposal of NUCLEBRAS in March 1978. After an analysis of the 
ore and the capacity of the reserve, it was considered uneconomical. 
This means that there would not be any indemnification. According 

to the representative of NUCLEBRAS, with the exception of thorianite, 
the region can continue to be explored by the prospector. However, he 
wants to be indemnified for the investments he has already made. 
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The reply NUCLEBRAS gave to the prospector was that, at the present time, 
there ia no interest in the intensive exploitation of thorium because 

of the lack of any domestic or toreign market since nuclear reactors 

are tueled by uranium, bBragil has one of the largest thorium reserves 
in the world and even so it i# not promoting its explaitation, NUCLEBRAS 
reserves the right to exploit the thorium when there is a demand, and 
until that time any discovery will be considered uneconomical, Finally, 
even if there were a market, the characteristics of the prospector's 
discovery are such that that reserve would remain unexploited, 


In a letter sent to Raimunda Damasceno, NUCLEBRAS admitted that in the 
sample analyzed in the laboratory there is an incidence of uranium 
except that it is in an associated form and not as the principal 
mineral,

CNEN REPLACES OFFICIAL WHO DID NOT TESTIFY IN NUCLEAR CPI

[Text] Brasilia--The security and information adviser of the National 
Nuclear Energy Commission (CNEN), Gen Armando Barcellos, whose failure 
to testify before the nuclear congressional investigating committee (CPI) 
created a crisis that ended up in its dissolution, was replaced in that 
position yesterday by Col Jose Epitacio de Mello. 


Gen Armando Barcellos was summoned by the CPI on 11 June because he 

was reportedly responsible for preparing a document charging that 

there was an “orchestrated campaign" in Brazil and abroad against the 
Brazilian-German nuclear agreement. The document charged Senators 

Dirceu Cardoso (Independent--Espirito Santo), Franco Montoro (Brazilian 
Democratic Movement Party (PMDE)--Sao Paulo) and Roberto Saturnino (PMDE)-- 
Rio de Janeiro) with being “enemies of the agreement." 


On 17 June, the summons to Gen Armando Barcellos was withdrawn under 
protest of the opposition representatives, who constituted a minority, 
and instead Minister of Mines and Energy Cesar Cals was called to testify. 
In his testimony, lasting more than 7 hours, he ascribed responsibility 
for preparation of the document to the ministry's chief of the division 
of security and information, Col Jose Aragao Cavalcanti. On the same 
day, the four opposition representatives--Senators Itamar Franco (PMDB-- 
Minas Gerais), Franco Montoro, Direeu Cardoso and Gilvan Rocha (Popular 
Party (PP)--Sergipe)--resigned from the CPI because, in another maneuver, 
the Social Democratic Party (PDS) had also vetoed the name of Colonel 
Cavalcanti to testify.
